Washington, D. C., April 30.—{Special.)— 
Massachusetts has ended w hat Illinois be- 
gan. : 

The victory of Col. Roosevelt in that state 
is conceded by Taft politicians to be the final 
blow to the president's candidacy. 

It means, moreover, the repudiation of 
Lorimer and Lorimerism by another state, 
one of whose senators—Crane—voted to re- 
tain the Illinoisan in the senate and intended 
to use all his power to keep him there. 

While President Taft has announced he in- 
tends to remain in the race, his supporters 
are predicting a momentum to the movement 
to put forward a dark horse in the hope 
of beating the colonel. . 

This movement will get nowhere, however, 
in view of the lack of timber. Associate Jus- 
tice Hughes is no longer acceptable to the 
progressives, and Senator Cummins could 
not carry his own state against the president. 


Bay State Vote Disappoints. 

The vote was a great disappointment to 
the administration. Instead of sweeping the 
state, as the president and his managers had 
expected, they have seen Col. Roosevelt make 
a run which has astonished them. They had 
expected to carry Boston hands down; in one 
district alone, the Eleventh, they had antici- 
pated a majority of at least 800. Instead, the 
president's majority for the whole city was 
only 500. 

The failure of Mr. Taft to carry Massachu- 
setts overwhelmingly is admitted by his man- 
agers to be a serious blow to his candidacy. 
If there were any state at all that the presi- 
dent could win, that state was admittedly 
Massachusetts. : 

It was his one chance of be the 
resulta in other presidential preference pri- 
mary states. Excluding Massachusetts, 
seven states have held such primaries. Mr. 
Taft lost North Dakota bya vote of 29 to 1; 
Wisconsin by 2 to 1; Illinois by 2% to 1; Ne- 
braske by 3 to 1, and Oregon by more than 
2 to 1.

\ Was Robbed in the Rain 
Near University. 


ADVANCE HAZING THEORY 


Father Asserts He Received an 
Anonymous Letter and That 
Students Envied Her. 


Miss Mary Gorecki, a special student at the 

University High school—amMiliated) with the 
Chicago university—asserts she has been the 
victim of a robbery so extraordinary that the 
police and the officers of the school are una- 
b’e to account for it. 
Miss Gorecki says she was on her way from 
the place where she has been Hving at 6083 
Woodlawn avenue at 8:30 on Tuesday morn- 
ing, when. at the Midway plaisance two men 
sprang from an automobile and overpowered 
her. 

They then carried me aboard the motor,” 
she said, J and a third man, acting as 
chauffeur, speeded the machineaway. While 
making the ride one of the men injected a 
drug into my right arm, and held a chloro- 
form-saturated cloth to my mouth. After » 
short journey they returned me to near the 
starting place. Then I discovered I had been 
robbed of a pair of pearl earrings valued at 
$20 and a diamond ring, which cost my father 
$22. I hurried on to Emmons Blaine hall, 
where I received the attention of the school 
physician, Dr. Norris,’’ : 


See Sign of Puncture. 

At first in the hall she was too frightened 
to talk. She seemed unable to so much as 
swallow at first. She complained of feeling 
choked: Her arm showed where it had been 
punctured, 

No one has been found who saw the rob- 
bery,- although it must have taken place al- 
most before the eyes of a number of people 
in the buildings of the univergity School of 
Education in East Fifty-ninth street.

The elder Gorecki also informed the police 
that soon after his daughter became enrolled 
he received an insulting, anonymous letter, 
setting forth that he dught to withdraw his 
daughter. This letter, Mr. Gorecki sald, he 
turned over to the mother supertor of the 
Holy Family of Nazareth academy on Divi- 
sion street. The father thinks his daugh- 
ter, who wore good jewels, was an object of 
envy. among. the students, | 
1 believe it was a college prank, " said the 
elder Gorecki, “and if so much fuss hadn't 
been made over it the jewelry would have 
been returned. My daughter was robbed of 
a diamond ring by a tramp on the stairs lead- 
ing to, the tracks of the Illinois Central rail- 
road at Randolph street one night recently.

FOUND LOCKED IN CAGE. 


Woman Agent. of I. C. at 121st 
Street Tells Story; One 
Arrest Made. 


Mary Reynolds, night ticket agent at the 
Stewart Ridge station of the Illinois Central 
railroad at One Hundred and Twenty-first 
street, was talking over the telephone last 
night when two armed robbers slipped in 
through a door half open. ‘ 

Both were young and shabbily dressed and 
w. ‘ted unobserved until Miss Reynolds had 
finisied her conversation. 
„We came in response to your telephone 
call, announced one in broken English. 
“ There ain't going to be any fuss or feathers | 
now, for we want all the money in the place. 
Get back into your cage and shell out.“ 

For an instant Miss Reynolds hesitated, but 
a glance at a revolver carried by the spokes- 
man and a blow on the side of her face 
Prompted her and, with a little scream of 
fright, she half staggered into her office, the 
door locking with a bang. One of the high- 
waymen reached through the ticket window 
and seized all the money, believed to be more 
than $150, lying in an open drawer. 


Robbery in Lonely Section. 

The scene of the robbery is one of the lone- 
liest on the Blue Island branch of the rail- 
road; dense shrubbery and trees growing to 
within a few feet of the station. Only a few 
trains pass at night, and it is believed by 
Lieut. James Mooney of the Kensington po- 
lice station that the robbers waited until 
after the leaving of the Chicago bound train 
at 8 o' clock. 

It was not until the chance arrival of Mrs. 
H. B. Dresser, day ticket agént at the sta- 
tion, more than an hour later, that Miss 
Reynolds was released. 

Mrs. Dresser had been called on the tele- 
phone by Miss Reynolds shortly before the 
entrance of thé robbers, and had asserted 
that she would probably drop in for a chat 
during the night.” Miss Reynolds was 
locked in the ticket office when she arrived, 
and was suffering from the blow on her face. 

| One Arrest Made. 

Lieut. Mooney was notified and detectives 
were given a good description of the robbers. 
Stephen Iznects, 24 years old, 8719 Hxchange 
avenue, and said to be striker at the Burn- 
side shops, was arrested and will be con- 
fronted by Miss Reynolds this morning. 

I was terribly frightened for a moment,” 
Miss Reynolds told: Lieut. Mooney, but 
there was nothing that I could do to save 
the money. One of the men a t threw me 
into my cage and the next thing I knew I was 
a prisoner and he was climbing in through the 
window after the money: Both fled south 
along the tracks. I am sure that I could 
identify one of them, but I didn’t get a g 
look at the second robber.“

| Police Hunt Widow of Slain Ital- 
ian Found on Burning Bed. 


COUSIN. bone ‘IN CASE. 


Declared to Have Aroused Jealousy of 
the Husband. 


Peter Musso has been murdered and his 
widow, the “ blond queen of Little Italy.“ 
her daughter, and Musso’s cousin, Peter 
Noto, are missing, as a result of what is be- 
Heved to be a love tragedy. 

Musso’s body, with three bullets in it, was 
found yesterday morning when the fire de- 
partment responded to a call from the Musso 
house at 1011 Larrabee street. The bed on 
which the body laid was in flames. 

Mrs. Musso, who is 22 years old, is consid- 
ered the most striking woman in the Italian 
colony. Her hair is flaxen and her eyes are 
gray, although she is 4 pure Sicilian. 

The woman was always a mystery to her 
neighbors. They say she dressed elaborately 
and would make trips downtown four or five 
times a day. She never confided to any one 
where she went. | 

Trouble began a few months ago when 
Musso learned that Noto was paying marked 
attention to Mrs. Musso. ‘The husband 
worked for the Michigan Central railroad 
and was away from home all day. Uptoa 
month ago Noto conducted a saloon only 
a block from the Musso home. During the 
last month he has done nothing. 

Musso ordered Noto to stay away from his 
house. About @ month ago he went home 
unexpectedly one afternoon and, finding Noto 
there, chased him out. 

About 2 o'clock yesterday morning mem- 
bers of the Doyle family, who live in the flat 
below Musso’s, were awakened by revolver 
shots. Shortly after this some one was 
heard to leave the house. At the time they 
thought the shots were outside. 

At 6 o'clock a. m. a fire alarm was turned 
in. When the firemen arrived they found 
the bed in Musso’s room in flames. The 
man's body was on it. On a table about six 
feet away was a revolver with three empty 
shells. Three wounds were found in the 
body. Mrs. Musso and her 4 year old 
— were gone.

ATS cn NEEDS LK WILK LAW 


Health Commissioner Urges Im-. 


mediate Action on Ordinance. 
PERIL IN PRESENT SUPPLY. 


Declares Purity Regulation Only Can 
3 Meet Situation. 


Health Commissioner George B. Young yes- 
terday pointed out the necessity of early 
action upon the new pure milk ordinance 
sent to the city council Monday night. With 
the warm weather almost at hand the com- 
missioner said a large proportion of the milk 
supply ot the city is not pasteurized or in- 
spected. 

‘There is at present no law in the city re- 
quiring any standard of purity in the milk 
supply. This is because of the new state 
law which nullified city tuberculin tests for- 
merly required by city ordinance. 

“The new pasteufization ordinance is 
needed,“ said Commissioner Young, it we 
expect the city’s milk supply to be of any 
sort of quality this summer. Before the 
recent legislation nullified the old ordinance, 
we estimated that fully 80 per cent of the 
milk supply of Chicago was sent through 
the pasteurization process. The six big deal- 
ers and distributers which supply about 88 
per cent of the city’s milk still are pas 
teurizing their product, but the small deal- 
ere have stopped this purifying process to a 
great extent. 

“We cannot say just how many of the 
small dealers have stopped, but a great many 
have taken advantage.of the state law which 
allows them to raed their e without any 
purification wor 

Under the proposed 8 all milk 
must be pasteurized which is not brought 
from dairy farms which meet the inspection 
of the city health department. The commis- 
sioner said the amount of milk which would 
meet the inspection requirements was small 
when the total Chicago eer wen taken 
into account. 

“The farm inspection sania won't suffice,” 
he added. They tried that system in New 
York with Mttle result. It comes practically 
to making it necessary to compel pasteuriza- 
tion if we expect to have a pure milk supply.
